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Pathologist 
Says Injection 
Couldn't Kill 


Harvard Expert's 
Tests Show Sander's 
Air Dose Too Small 


MANCHESTER, N. H., March 7 
- —(AP)— A Harvard path ologis 
appearing for Dr. Hermann N. 
Sander testified today injection 
of 40 cubic centimeters of air 
could not h ave killed Mrs. Abbie 
Borroto. 
Th e 41-year-old Dr. Sander is 
on trial for murder on ch arges 
h " killed th e cancer-stricken wo­ 
man by injecting th at amount oil 
air into h er veins. 
Dr. Itich ard Ford, h ead of th e 
department of legal medicine at 
Harvard, testified th at between 
200 and 300 ccs of air delivered 
with in 25 seconds would be re­ 
q uired to kill a h uman being, 
Dr. Ford said h e was basing 
th is estimate on findings 
th a; 
eigh t cubic centimeters per two 
and one-fifth pounds of body 
weigh t were req uired to kill a 
dog. 
Two state path ologists h ad tes­ 
tified for th e prosecution th ey 
believed Mrs. Borroto died from 
air embolism caused by th e in­ 
jections. 
“Forty ccs of air is not enough 
to block any appreciable part of 
th e arterial system leading to th e 
h uman lung,’* said Dr. Ford. 
Th e defense h as argued th at 
only between 25 and 28 ccs of 
air were injected into th e can­ 
cer-wasted woman—and th at sh e 
was already dead at th e time. 
Opening th e morning session 
of th e 12th day of th e trial, Dr. 
Sander’s wife, Alice, took th e 
witness stand. 
Dr. Ford said animal experi­ 
ments tend to prove “th at a cal­ 
culated amount of 200 to 300 ccs 
is probably th e essential amount 
delivered needed to kill a h uman 
being.” 
Th e fact th at a h uman being’s 
h eart action was poor at th e time, 
h e said, would not make any dif­ 
ference. 
“A fatal dose of air is an all or 
none ph eonomena,” said th e de­ 
fense path ologist, explaining its 
reaction would be th e same re­ 
gardless of th e condition of th e 
h eart 
Wh en Dr. Ford took th e stand 
th e defense brough t out from th e 
tall young path ologist th at h e 
considered h imself an expert on 
th e subject of air embolism—th e 
effect of air injected into th e h u­ 
man body. 
“During th e past y ear,” h e 
said, “I h ave been engaged in a 
study of air embolism as to th e 
q uantities 
involved 
and 
th e 
mech anism of death .” 
Dr. Ford said death by air is 
“q uite rare.” He said h e exam- 
ineg 60,000 autopsy records in 
Wash ington 
and uncovered 44 
cases of air embolism death s. 
Twelve of th ese cases, h e said, 
were similar to th e “kind in q ues­ 
tion.” 
He gave a detailed explanation 
of cardio-pulmonary embolism— 
th e type th e state alleges killed 
Mrs. Borroto. 
Th e Harvard path ologist said 
such an embolism “may or may 
not be fatal” depending upon th e 
amount of air injected and th e 
speed with wh ich it is injected. 
Th e doctor explained th at air 
in th e blood stream may move 
in th e form of bubbles—or just a 
continuous stream of air. He said 
wh en it displaced blood in th e 
h eart’s valves th e valves were 
not able to function properly. He 
likened th e action to a kitch en 
pump wh en water gets out of th e 
pump.

By 1955 you’ll be able to drive 
from New York City to within 
165 miles of Chicago on super 
highways largely free of inter 
sections, stoplights and other ob 
stacles to smooth, speedy trave 
Back in the 1930’s there was a 
lot of talk about a nationwide 
network of super-roads, but high 
way experts dismissed it as im 
practical dreaming. 
Now, how 
ever, the eastern third of that 
network is nearly a reality. In 
credible increases in motor traf 
fic have compelled it 
The original and still most im 
portant link in the 
east-west 
route is the famed Pennsylvania 
Turnpike, stretchirig 160 miles 
from the outskirts of Pittsburgh 
to a point near Harrisburg. This 
spectacular 
highway s l i c i n g 
through the stubborn Allegheny 
Mountains proved such a whop­ 
ping success that it gave a big 
boost to the super-highway trend 
At the moment a 100-mile east 
ward extension of this road is 
being built from Harrisburg to 
the suburbs of Philadelphia. It’s 
due for completion in 1951. Also 
in the works is a westward addi 
tion by-passing Pittsburgh and 
arching 60 miles to the Ohio bor­ 
der below Youngstown.

Just ge tting unde r way is the 
118-mile New Jersey Turnpike 
It will run from the George 
Washington bridge, opposite Man 
hattan, south and west to the 
Delaware River at Deepwater, N 
J. There it will link up with a 
new bridge that will carry traffic 
into Delaware. Motorists shoulc 
be using this road by November 
next year. 
While this is the turnpike’s 
main course, it will send an off­ 
shoot westward over the Dela 
ware farther upstate to connect 
with the regular Pennsylvania 
Turnpike in the Philadelphia out­ 
skirts. 
It is this link that will 
bear the heavy transcontinental 
traffic. 
A little farther in the future 
is the proposed Ohio Turnpike 
which will join the Pennsylvania 
super-highway at the border near 
Petersburg, O. 
Plans are being 
drafted, but no construction has 
started, for a road that probably 
will swing up between Akron and 
Cleveland and thence westward 
below the shores of Lake Erie, 
past Toledo to the Indiana line.

Indiana has no present plans 
for a turnpike to complete the 
system to Chicago. 
But traffic 
funneling into Indiana’s existing 
routes from the rest of the net­ 
work may exert so much pressure 
that the state will be forced to 
add the final 165-mile section.

Ex te nsions we stwa rd 
from Chi­ 
cago appear far less likely, at 
least for a long time. 
Highway 
experts doubt that such 
roads 
would be practical across 
the 
plains and the western 
moun­ 
tains, even with a continuing rise 
in traffic volume. 
They figure 
travel still wouldn’t be heavy 
enough to make the super-high- 
way idea pay off. 
But a chain of super-roads is 
shaping up along a north-south 
axis on the Atlantic 
seaboard. 
Already in use is the Maine Turn­ 
pike from Portland south to the 
New Hampshire line, with a con­ 
necting bridge over the Salmon 
Falls river. 
The short segment 
of New Hampshire lying between 
Maine and Massachusetts also will 
soon be spanned by a parkway. 
Massachusetts is in about the 
same spot as Indiana on the 


western route. It has no positive 
plans to join the seaboard net­ 
work, but traffic realities may 
drive it into the pattern. 
Other pressure will be felt from 
below as Connecticut extends the 
existing Wilbur Cross Parkway 
from the vicinity of Hartford in 
mid-state to the M^ksachusetts 
border. 
The heavy New York- 
Boston traffic is a big argument 
for completing the system.

South from Ha rtford the Wil­ 
bur Cross Parkway joins the 
Merritt Parkway, which in turn 
ties into the Hutchinson River 
Parkway in the New York area. 
The New Jersey turnpike will 
carry the north-south motorist 
over the Delaware, not far from 
Wilmington, where he will con­ 
nect with a well-engineered, di­ 
vided four-lane route to Balti­ 
more. This section is not, how­ 
ever, a super-highway. It has no 
parkway features or limited ac­ 
cess from side roads. 
A proposed new bridge over 
the Patapsco river at Baltimore 
is intended to carry interstate 
travelers on a by-pass course 
east of the city and to a link with 


the Baltimore-Washington Park­ 
way, a six-iane thoroughfare now 
under construction. 
From Washington south four- 
lane roads take the motorist al­ 
most to the North Carolina bor­ 
der. But little of this route now 
meets the stiff engineering stand­ 
ards for high speed super-high­ 
ways.

Th e King’s message o n Mo nday gav e a clearer 
picture o f th e electio n’s impo rtance to bo th Britain 
and th e United States. In it th e Labo r go v ern­ 
ment pledged itself to a caretaker po licy —no new 
march es into so cialism. Th us, th e majo r issue o f 
th e near future seems certain to be wh eth er o r 
no t th e so cialist trend is go ing to be rev ersed. 
It is unlikely th at Britain can stay o n dead center, 
wh ere th e electio n deadlo ck left it. 
Fo r mo re th an a generatio n British So cialists 
and th eir breth ren in o th er co untries, including 
th e United States, h ad talked abo ut natio naliza­ 
tio n as th e ultimate so lutio n fo r all eco no mic 
pro blems. But Britain’s So cialists, o nce establish ­ 
ed in po wer, learned th at natio nalizatio n so lv es 
no pro blems. Th ey fo und th emselv es in th e em­ 
barrassing situatio n o f rely ing o n th e managers 
o f priv ate enterprise to run natio nalized indus­ 
tries. Th ey disco v ered th at Brito ns as a wh o le 
did no t sh are th eir zeal fo r natio nalizatio n. On 
th e co ntrary , many British wo rkers h ad less relish 
fo r po liticians th an th ey h ad fo r th e “bo sses” re­ 
placed by th e po liticians. 
If th e nex t few y ears o f trial and erro r in 
Britain fo rce So lialists to trim th eir sails, th e

Edgar Lee Masters, as it h appens, was no t en­ 
tirely with o ut h o no r in h is time; th e merit o f h is 
po etic th o ugh t and ex pressio n was widely ac­ 
claimed.

Th at 
is, h e wo uld nev er h av e been able to establish 
h imself as a perso nal czar with o ut th e co nditio n 
wh ich th reatened to make co al miners in th e 
United States as eco no mically desperate as th eir 
co unterparts in Great Britain. 
Yet, in h is attempts to keep co al miners fro m 
beco ming seco nd-class eco no mic citizens, Mr. 
Lewis may h av e wo rsened th eir lo t. Th at sh o uld 
be a prime fo cus fo r any o fficial inv estigatio n. 
Particular attentio n sh o uld be giv en to th e po s­ 
sibility th at Mr. Lewis, free fro m all legal re­ 
straints ex cept th o se wh ich migh t h andicap h im 
in th e Taft-Hartley Act, h as let h is v endetta 
against th at o ne law blind h im to ev ery th ing else. 
An inv estigatio n wh ich skipped th at po ssibility 
wo uld be a farce. Any inv estigatio n by members

Public h ealth is o ne o f th e 
specialized branch es o f medicine 
and, as such , co nstitutes a spe­ 
ciality gro up in th e 
American 
Medical Asso ciatio n. It h as, as 
o ne o f its principle aims, so und 
eco no mically and lo cally admin­ 
istrated h ealth units. It sh o uld 
represent th e effo rts o f a co m­ 
munity to o btain, fo r itself, better 
and h ealth ier surro undings and 
citizens. Th is pro gram sh o uld be

In time bo th co untries 
mav 
h av e bo mbs eno ugh to wine o ut 
wh o *e cities, o ne'bo mb ♦o a citv . 
Scientists sav a h y dro gen bo mb 
can do just th at. 
If th ere’s a 
war. th e o ne wh ich attacks first 
w’R h ev e a big adv antage. 
Fo r instance, suDOo se Russia in 
a rneak at*ack was able in o ne 
ni*» h t to wine o ut Wash ingto n, 
New Yo rk, Ch icago and Detro it. 
After th at o ur ch ances o f win­ 
ning th e war, o r ev en waging 
war v ery lo ng, migh t no t be so 
go o d. 
True, o ur bo mbers, if scatter­ 
ed aro und, migh t try to attack 
in turn. But, h av ing started th e 
war, Russia wo uld be ready fo r 
th at. 
Co uld Russia tee o ff o n us sud­ 
denly with o ut a fo rmal declara­ 
tio n o f war, wh ich wo uld 
be 
eno ugh warning to us? Sure. 
Th e Russians co uld get go ing 
o n an o rder fro m abo v e, fro m Ja- 
senh Stalin and h is gro up. 
But co uld th e Russians actu­ 
ally get th eir wh o le war mach ine 
go ing with o ut o ur kno wledge? 
May be so , may be no t.

can answer th at no w. 


WE WEREN’T PREPARED fo r 
th e Japanese attack o n Pearl 
Harbo r. And th is time, because 
o f th e h y dro gen bo mb, we’d be 
in a sad fix if o ur spy sy stem 
failed. 
But th ere’s th e pro blem o f h o w 
th e United States wo uld go to 
war. 
Under th e Co nstitutio n, o nly 
Co ngress can declare war. But, 
if we reach ed a po int 
wh ere 
Co ngress 
gath ered to 
declare 
war, th e Russians wo uld 
h av e 
plenty o f warning and time to 
attack first. 
In th e past th is arrangement 
no war unless declared by th e 
peo ple’s representativ es in Co n­ 
gress—h as wo rked all righ t. It 
was th e demo cratic way , 
th e 
backbo ne o f th is co untry ’s way 
o f life. 
It sav ed th e peo ple fro m th e 
danger o f po ssible sudden ac­ 


tio n by o ne man, th e President, 
wbo o th erwise migh t h av e been 
able to put th e peo ple into a 
war th ey didn’t want. 
But times h av e ch anged, 
as 
th is sto ry h as tried to po int o ut, 
because o f th e adv antage 
th at 
wo uld go to th e o ne wh o attack­ 
ed first with h y dro gen bo mbs. 
Just 
because 
times 
h a v e 
ch anged, th is same 
demo cratic 
pro cess, th e wide o pen declara­ 
tio n o f war by Co ngress, migh t 
in th e nex t "war mean th e end o f 
th e republic by giv ing th e enemy 
a ch ance to attack first. 
Wh at co uld be do ne to be sure 
we weren’t attacked first? 
As 
co mmancLer-in-ch ief o f th e arm­ 
ed fo rces th e President, 
if h e 
th o ugh t th e danger great eno ugh , 
migh t try to sav e th e co untry by 
o rdering o ur bo mbers to start th e 
war and attack Russia with o ut 
waiting fo r co ngressio nal actio n.

In y o ung 
and middle-aged peo ple, th is is

Herpes may co me with o r im­ 
mediately after acute infectio ns 
like pneumo nia o r meningitis; it 
can co me in epidemics o r with ­ 
o ut any cause wh ich can be iden­ 
tified. It is believ ed to be due to 
a tiny , pro bably liv ing, substance 
called a v irus.

The girl is Kaarina Vanninen 
16, a charming youngster who 
greets her elders

curtsy, and is thrilled with all she 
has seen in her first four days 
on American soil. 
A Girl Scout troop at Middle 
town, Ohio, has made Kaarina its 
own special “project.” 
The Ohio girls, touched by the 
accounts of bitter tragedies young 
Kaarina has suffered, raised the 
money to bring her to this coun­ 
try for a four-year high school 
course which she hopes will m 
elude a chance to study art. 
She already has started sketch­ 
ing the things that have caught 
her fancy on the American scene 
Kaarina visited Washington for 
an afternoon of sight seeing on 
the 
way 
to 
Ohio, 
and 
iiad 
lunch with 
Senator 
Taft 
(R- 
Ohio). 
The Senator located a Finnisn- 
speaking taxi driver who drove 
the young visitor about the city 
and gave her a chatty glimpse of 
the city’s famed landmarks. Later 
she paid a courtesy call on K. T 
Jutila, minister from Finland, at 
the legation before heading for the 
railway station. 
She is due in Cincinnati this 
morning. Someone representing

1 Through her interpreter—Kaar- 
ina’s English vocabulary is about a 
dozen words—she told reporters 
she can hardly wait to meet the 
girls who befriended her. 
They sent her food and money 
while she was recovering from 
two years of hardship in refugee 
camps, and raised the money to 
pay her fare to Middletown. 
The Russians seized the area 
on Lake Ladoga where her fam­ 
ily’s farm w&s located and her 
father, a captain in the Finnish 
Navy, was killed in 19 44. Refugee 
camps were her home, then, t/ll 
her mother and seven brothers 
and sisters found a new farm 


home. But there was little money 
for the children’s schooling. 
Kaarina is a sturdy youngster 
now, and still very*hiuch a little 
girl. She told the interpreter she 
isn’t homesick, but feels “a lit­ 
tle strange” when she can’t un­ 
derstand English-speaking crowds 
about her. 
American food is pretty rich 
and spicy for her taste, trained 
to a simple diet that features 
dairy products and starchy foods. 
She finds the desserts sweeter 
than she likes, but figures a few 
more meals will fix that. 
At lunch, Senator Taft noted 
her fondness for coffee and men­ 
tioned he has 
an aunt 
whose 
family drink^ a lot of coffee and 
even the family dog drinks it. 
She replied soberly that many 
dogs in Finland are coffee lovers 
Taft gave up some conflicting 
dates to lunch with her, and con 
fided later that he was glad he 
did because “she’s such an en­ 
gaging child.” A serious listener, 
she breaks into a surprising kid 
grin that puts, dimples in her 
cheeks.

Gu bitchev’s lawyers maintained 
that the meetings of the two in 
New York were simply a m atter 
of love. 
After both defendants had left 
the cou rtroom, Abraham L. Pom- 
erantz, the Ru ssian’s lawyer, told 
reporters: 
She’s acqu itted of an attem pt 
to pass to him. He’s convicted of 
an attem pt to receive from her. 
I can mak e no sense of this. 
It 
simply indicates to me the terrific 
confu sion in this case.” 
He said that on .Thu rsday he 
wou ld mak e motions to set aside 
the verdict.
